Soldiers’ Mental Care Studied 


U.S. sergeant charged with murder of 5 comrades in Iraq 


BAGHDAD I The U.S. military command 
launched an investigation Tuesday into 
whether it offers adequate mental health 
care to its soldiers, a day after a sergeant 
finishing up his third tour in Iraq alleged- 
ly shot and killed five comrades at a clinic 
on a U.S. base. 

Sgt. John M. Russell, 44, of Sherman, 
Texas, was taken into custody outside a men- 
tal health clinic at Camp Liberty following 


Monday’s shooting, and charged with five 
counts of murder and one of aggravated 
assault, Maj. Gen. David Perkins said. 

The case, the deadliest of the war involv- 
ing soldier-on-soldier violence, has cast a 
spotlight on combat stress and emotional 
problems resulting from frequent deploy- 
ments to battle zones in Iraq and Afghan- 
istan. 

Up to one-fifth of the more than 1.7 mil- 


lion who have served in the two conflicts 
are believed to have symptoms of anxiety, 
depression and other emotional problems. 
Some studies show that about half of those 
who need help do not seek it. 

Russell’s father said his son, who joined 
the Army in 1994 after a divorce and minor 
scrapes with the law, felt poorly treated at 
the stress center. 

He said he hopes “we find he snapped 
because of the pressure. He wasn’t a mean

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Pilots Fretted Before Fatal Crash 


Crew discussed fear 
of ice after spotting it 
on the plane s wing 

WASHINGTON I Minutes before 
crashing, Colgan Air pilots dis- 
cussed their lack of experience 
flying planes under icing condi- 
tions and expressed anxiety about 
their training as they looked out 
the cockpit windows and saw ice 
built up on the wings. 

The revelations came to light 
Tuesday when the National Trans- 
portation Safety Board released 
transcripts of the cockpit voice 
recorder. The board is holding 
three days of hearings on the 
Feb. 12 crash in Buffalo, which 
killed all 49 on board and one per- 
son on the ground. 

First Officer Rebecca Shaw, 
speaking to Capt. Marvin Renslow, 
expressed wariness about the pos- 
sibility of being promoted to cap- 
tain without proper training.

“I’ve never seen icing conditions,” 
Shaw tells Renslow. “I’ve never 
deiced. I’ve never seen any — I’ve 
never experienced any of that.” 

Later, Shaw also said she 
wouldn’t mind getting more expe- 
rience flying in winter conditions 
before getting promoted. 

“I’m thinking. You know what? 
I really wouldn’t mind going 
through a winter in the North- 
east before I have to upgrade to 
captain,”’ she said. 


Colgan Air acknowledged Mon- 
day that Renslow didn’t receive 
hands-on training on the Dash 
8’s stick pusher, one of the plane’s 
critical safety systems. 

The Dash 8-Q400 Bombardier, 
a twin-engine turboprop that Col- 
gan Air operated for Continental 
Airlines, experienced an aerody- 
namic stall on approach to Buffalo 
Niagara International Airport in 
New York in icy conditions. 

Besides expressing a lack of 
experience, the Colgan Air pilots’ 
conversation itself appeared to be a 
violation of federal rules that limit 
talk in the cockpit to operational 
matters, particularly during take- 
offs and landings. 

The NTSB board has down- 
played icing, which has long been 
a safety problem for airplanes, as 
the cause of the crash. But inves- 
tigators are looking closely at how 
the pilots reacted to the icing con- 
ditions, and whether they under- 
stood the de-icing systems on the 
plane and other features designed 
to keep the plane from stalling,

Officials say damage 
to Atlantis does not 
appear to be serious 


CAPE CANAVERAL, FLA. I The 
Atlantis astronauts uncovered a 
21-inch stretch of nicks on their 
space shuttle Tuesday, but NASA 
said the damage did not appear 
to be serious. 

The damage was likely the 
result of debris that came off the 
fuel tank shortly after liftoff on 
Monday. The astronauts were 
inspecting their ship while rac- 
ing to the Hubble Space Telescope 
when they came across the nicks

Victim of Hit-and-Run Dies 

Video of pedestrian 
lying in street left 
Conn, town in shock 

HARTFORD, CONN. | A Hartford 
man has died a year after he 
was left paralyzed and mute in 
a hit-and-run accident that was 
mostly ignored by witnesses and 
inspired a debate about the city’s 
morality. 

Angel Arce Torres was removed 
from life support Monday in Hart- 
ford Hospital and died of injuries 
suffered in the accident, said his 
son, Angel Arce. He was 79. 

A surveillance camera recorded 
the accident May 30 , 2008 , in a 
busy Hartford neighborhood about 
a mile from the state Capitol. 

Torres was walking across Park 
Street when two wrong-way drivers 
raced into view. One zipped by Tor- 
res, while the second struck him, 
flipping him head over heels and 
leaving him twisted and motion- 
less in the street. 

Cars drove by without stopping 
as a crowd gathered on a sidewalk. 

One driver briefly stopped before 
pulling back into traffic; the oper-

ator of a motor scooter circled the 
man before taking off again. 

The video touched off a round 
of soul-searching in Hartford, 
with the city’s newspaper blaring 
“SO INHUMANE” on the front 
page. Police Chief Daryl Roberts 
lamented at the time, “We no lon- 
ger have a moral compass. We have 
no regard for each other.” 


The driver was never caught. 

“You know, people keep calling 
it an accident,” Arce said. “It was 
not an accident. It was a crime.” 

“He never did talk after the 
accident. We had to learn how to 
read his lips,” Arce said. “We never 
talked about the accident. We just 
spent it making him laugh and see- 
ing him.”

Recession takes a toll 
on the fiscal health of 
entitlement programs 

WAS H I N GTO N I The continuing U.S. 
recession has worsened the finan- 
cial health of the government’s two 
biggest benefit programs, figures 
released Tuesday showed. 

Medicare, the main medical 
program for the elderly and dis- 
abled, will even pay out more in 
benefits this year than the govern- 
ment collects in taxes for it. 

The findings released by trust- 
ees of Medicare and Social Security, 
the government’s pension system 
begun during the Great Depression 
of the 1930s, is a blow to President 
Obama’s plans for a major recon- 
figuration of the health care deliv- 
ery system in the country. 

Both Social Security and Medi- 
care are financed through payroll 


contributions from workers and 
employers. 

The trustees said Tuesday that 
Social Security will start paying 
out more in benefits than it collects 
in taxes in 2016, one year sooner 


than projected last year. Its giant 
trust fund will be depleted by 2037, 
four years sooner than previously 
thought, they said. 

Medicare is in even worse 
shape. The trustees said the pro-

Israeli critics argue

JERUSALEM I The Vatican defend- 
ed the pope Tuesday from a grow-

Suicide bombers hit 
government buildings 
during brazen attack 

KABUL I Eleven Taliban suicide 
bombers struck government build- 
ings Tuesday in a bold, daylong 
assault in eastern Afghanistan, 
sparking running gunbattles with 
U.S. and Afghan forces that killed 
20 people and wounded three 
Americans, officials said.

confidential Iranian report on the 
U.S. war in Iraq.

Speaking to reporters in Teh- 
ran for the first time since her 
release Monday, a smiling Saberi 
said she did not have any specific 
plans but wanted to spend time 
with her family, 

Saberi, who at one point was on 
a hunger strike in prison, looked 


thin but energetic, dressed in a 
bright blue head scarf, black pants 
and a black dress. 

Her father said Saberi was 
catching up on news stories on 
her detention on the Web as the 
family prepared to return with 
her to the United States in the 
coming days. 

“I’m, of course, very happy to 
be free and to be with my parents 
again, and I want to thank all the 
people all over the world — which 
I’m just finding out about, really — 
who, whether they knew me or not 
helped me and my family during 
this period,” she said, (ap)

China’s Wounds 
Fresh I Year Later 


Huge ceremony helps 
mark the anniversary 
of deadly earthquake 

BEICHUAN, CHINA | China marked 
the first anniversary of a massive 
earthquake on Tuesday in a som- 
ber, nationally televised ceremony 
filled with flowers and speeches, 
as the normally distant Chinese 
leadership provided an unusually 
cathartic public moment. 

The 30 -minute memorial ser- 
vice in front of a destroyed school 
in the Sichuan province town 
of Yingxiu followed a minute of 
silence that began at 2:28 p.m., the 
moment the magnitude-7.9 temblor 
shook China — and some countries 
beyond — on May 12, 2008. Nearly 
90,000 people were killed or never 
found, and 5 million were made 
homeless in the deadliest earth- 
quake to hit in decades. 

“The great task of earthquake 
rescue and recovery reminds us 


again that unity is strength, that 
victory can only be gained through 
struggle,” President Hu Jintao said, 
before a stone memorial. 

The destruction triggered an 
outpouring of grief across China 
and united the country in a mas-

sive rescue effort. But parents of 
dead students have been at the 
forefront of dissent with accusa- 
tions of corruption and misman- 
agement that they say led to shoddy 
construction of schools. 

“Our son is dead. I don’t feel 
like living anymore, so I am not 
afraid; I want to speak up,” said 
Fu Guiqun, a 37-year-old moth- 
er in the valley town of Beichuan.

Obama Issues Bay 
Executive Order 


Directive empowers 
EPAto be tougher 
on cleanup demands 

President Obama took a dramatic 
step Tuesday to revive faltering 
efforts to clean up Chesapeake 
Bay, issuing an executive order 
that could empower the federal 
Environmental Protection Agen- 
cy to set a more demanding time- 
table and penalize states that fail 
to meet it. 

The executive order signals 
a far greater federal role in the 
bay cleanup. 

It instructs the EPA to coor- 


dinate efforts by several federal 
departments and to work with 
state governments to reduce pol- 
lutants flowing into the bay, and 
it gives the agency enforcement 
authority if states miss estab- 
lished goals. 

“I can assure you that the EPA 
is ready to enforce these goals,” 
said EPA Administrator Lisa P. 
Jackson. 

The announcement came at a 
meeting of the Chesapeake Exec- 
utive Council, the body of elected 
officials from the 64,000-square- 
mile bay watershed that has 
overseen the cleanup effort.

Rhee: D.C. 
Positions 
Wiii Be Cut 

D.C. Schools Chancellor Michelle 
Rhee has quickly responded to 
the D.C. Council’s decision Tues- 
day morning to reduce the schools 
budget by $27.5 million until enroll- 
ment projections for the 2009-2010 
school year can be verified. 

In a letter to Council Chairman 
Vincent C. Gray, Rhee said the 
decision will “negatively impact 
school opening 
in August 2009” 
and will “impact 
every school in 
the District and 
their ability to 
recruit and hire 
teachers.” 

“Under the 
amendment, DCPS no longer has 
$27.5 million allocated to schools 
as part of the EY 2010 budget,” 
Rhee wrote. “While it may be 
restored well after the school year 
opens, it is simply too late to staff 
schools. As such, we have no choice 
but to reduce school budgets and 
eliminate positions now.” 

The council, which is skep- 
tical school enrollment will 
increase after years of decline, 
has put the money for escrow 
until an audit can be performed.

D.C. Sniper’s Appeal Heard 


Lawyer: Muhammad 
did not go through a 
competency hearing 

RICHMOND, VA. I Convicted Wash- 
ington-area sniper John Allen 
Muhammad should never have 
been allowed to act as his own 
lawyer for part of his 2003 cap- 
ital murder trial, his attorney 
said Tuesday in a federal appeals 
hearing. 

Muhammad’s conviction and 
death sentence should be thrown 
out because his trial lawyers failed 
to tell a judge that the master- 
mind of the 2002 shootings was 
too mentally impaired to repre- 
sent himself, attorney Jonathan 
Sheldon said. 

A lawyer for the state of Virgin- 
ia argued that Muhammad’s com- 
petency was never an issue in his

trial for one of 10 killings Muham- 
mad and teenage accomplice Lee 
Boyd Malvo committed. Muham- 
mad was sentenced to death, and 
Malvo is serving a life term for the 
shooting spree. 


Muhammad represented him- 
self for the first two days of his 
Virginia trial, making his own 
opening statement and question- 
ing 18 witnesses before turning his 
defense over to court-appointed 
attorneys, who had warned him 
that serving as his own counsel 
would be a terrible mistake. 

Sheldon, who is handling 
Muhammad’s federal appeal, 
said the trial lawyers violated 
Muhammad’s constitutional right 
to effective counsel by not tell- 
ing the judge about their client’s 
delusional statements and brain 
disorders stemming from child- 
hood beatings. 

“They had an absolute obli- 
gation under state law to hold a 
competency hearing,” Sheldon 
told a three-judge panel of the 
4th U.S. Circuit Court of Appeals.

Decline in median 
prices shows market 
hasn’t yet hit bottom 

WASHINGTON I Home prices fell 
in nearly nine out of every 10 U.S. 
cities in the first quarter of this 
year as first-time buyers look- 
ing for bargains dominated the 
market. 

The National Association of 
Realtors said Tuesday that medi- 
an sales prices of existing homes 
declined in 134 out of 152 metro- 
politan areas when compared with 
the same period a year ago.

erties made up about half of the 
market. 

“I think were near a bottom, 
but wef e not there yet,” said David 


Resler, chief economist at Nomura 
Securities. 

But the nascent signs of recov- 
ery in the housing market could be 
short-lived if employers continue 
to lay off workers in bulk. 

At the Realtors’ midyear confer- 
ence in Washington, talks focused 
of how to turn around the belea- 
guered housing market. Real estate 
agents hope the $8,000 tax credit 
for first-time buyers included in 
the economic stimulus package 
signed by President Obama earlier 
this year will boost sales. 

But in high-priced areas such 
as New York City, it doesn’t make 
much of a difference for buyers. 
“It’s not really a major motivator 
for people,” said Robert Oppen- 
heimer, a Re/Max broker in nearby 
Englewood Cliffs, N. J. “It’s almost

COLUMBUS, OHIO I Retail gaso- 
line prices rose again overnight 
and are now up nearly 40 percent 
from the start of the year, while the 
price for crude on Tuesday topped 
$60 a barrel for the first time since 
early November. 

Just a week ago, drivers nation- 


ally paid about 17 cents less for a 
gallon of gas on average. 

Crude wavered after hitting 
$60.08 early Tuesday but still 
closed up 35 cents at $58.85 a 
barrel on the New York Mercan- 
tile Exchange. That’s more than 
80 percent above prices in Decem- 
ber, when crude was bottom- 
ing out. 

Prices at the pump rose 2.2 
cents to $2,248 a gallon over- 
night, according to motor club

Prices are rising faster this week 
than they did last year, when gas- 
oline embarked on a record run 
toward $4.11.

many think prices have only about a 
nickel to go before topping out. 

This is the time of year, as the 
country gears up for the Memo- 
rial Day holiday, that prices tend 
to begin climbing. 

What’s different this year is the 
amount of crude that is in storage. 
The country has not seen storage 
levels this high since 1990. On the 
surface, that should mean prices are 
falling, but because the bad economy 
means people are driving less, refin- 
ers have slashed production. 

The price of gas will depend 
on how well those refiners have 
matched demand, (ap)

NHL PLAYOFFS I The Blackhawks 
are back.

“The common denominator is 
to win, and we wanted to move the 
organization ahead,” owner Rocky 
Wirtz said earlier this season.

If ever 
they can keep this team together,

S I N G E RS I Four years ago, the newly 
formed Grizzly Bear was booking 
its own tour, playing in empty ven- 
ues and encouraging music piracy: 
The band would give away CDs to 
whoever would take them. 

Since then. Grizzly Bear has 
qickly risen to become a signa- 
ture act in indie music, a some-

“Veckatimest” (named after 
a small island off Cape Cod) was 
recorded in a large Catskills house, 
the former Allaire Studios. There, 
the band created a looser, louder, 
more drum-heavy album, 

Droste calls “Veckatimest” 
“more sonically dynamic. We all 
enjoy layered vocals — there’s defi- 
nitely an element of that,” Droste

A new site searches 
intercity bus lines for 
the cheapest tickets 

ROAD TRIPS I Intercity bus travel 
has taken off in the last few years. 
Now a new Web site makes it easier 
for riders to pick their routes. 

Busjunction.com works some- 
thing like Expedia or Orbitz. But 
unlike those two popular airfare 
Web sites, Busjunction.com doesn’t 
sell tickets; it steers its users to 
online ticketing on the bus compa- 
nies’ home pages. It’s an aggregator 
of data, not a booking site. 

This is a critical difference, 
said travel writer Arthur From- 
mer. That way, the company stays 
independent from all its bus lines 
and doesn’t favor any bus com- 
pany at the expense of customer 
choice, he said. 

“They simply perform a journal- 
istic function; they simply tell you 
what’s available,” Frommer said. “I 
find it reassuring that they have no 
axe to grind; they get no money out 
of the sale of their ticket.” 

Busjunction.com searches 
12 premium bus lines, includ- 
ing Megabus, Boltbus, Vamoose, 
DC2NY, Fung Wah and Grey- 
hound. Founder Matthew Keller 
said the D.C. -based company 


serves 31 cities in the East and 
Midwest, and will find users an 
average ticket price of $25. The 
most popular destinations are 
Washington, Philadelphia, New 
York City and Boston. 

Before buying tickets, users of 
Busjunction.com can see which 
routes have amenities such as 
onboard Wi-Ei and power outlets. 
The company focuses on premium 
lines and steers clear of lesser- 
known mom-and-pop operations 


that might not offer reliable ser- 
vice, Keller said. 

“We wanted to get the bus 
lines that offer the most ame- 
nities, so that’s the ones we’re 
focusing on,” Keller said. “There 
are a handful of [lines] who offer 
no amenities. There are certain 
bus lines that have questionable 
reputations. We’re trying to steer 
our passengers away from those 
lines just to serve them better,”

The Secret Life of Cheese

Once you’ve made 
your own mozzarella, 
you’ll realize it’s the 
only whey to go 

Mike Koch has always had a thing 
for cheese. (His motto: “The stink- 
ier and moldier, the better,”) So, 
when his neighbors in Garrett 
County, Md., had some goats left 
over from a 4-H project (don’t ask), 
he and his partner, Pablo Solanet, 
begged for a few gallons of milk. 
With a kit from the New England 
Cheesemaking Supply Company 
(see box), they thought they’d try 
a tasty experiment. 

It turned out to be a pretty good 
one. Less than a decade later, the 
result is Firefly Farms (Firefly 
farms.com), an award-winning line 
of chevres and other cheeses now 
sold at Whole Foods and farmers 
markets across the region. 

While the duo had some 
uncommon advantages — such 
as a farmhouse built in 1856 with 
a cellar designed for cheese aging 
— home cheese making doesn’t 
require all that much, explains 
Ed Hamann, who runs seminars 
on the topic as the culinary direc- 
tor for Sur La Table in Arlington 
(next class is Mon, at 6:30 p.m., 
$69, 1101 S. Joyce St.; 703-414- 
3580; Surlatable.com), 

All you really need is patience, 
milk and some enzymes naturally 
found in animal stomachs. “It’s 
gross-sounding,” admits Isabel 
Clark, cooking instructor and 
founder of Forkb)Tes.com, “But it’s 
how cheese was first discovered.” 
The theory is that back in the day, 
tummies were used as storage ves- 
sels. People noticed the milk solidi- 
fying, and, voila, cheese. (Science 
has subsequently discovered how 
to create vegetable-based rennet, 
and that’s what both Sur La Table 
and the pros at Firefly use.) 

Observing the ricotta-making 
process at one of Hamann’s recent 
classes, you might think you were 
witnessing a chemistry project. Stu- 


dents clustered around stockpots 
on burners, stirring and staring at 
thermometers as the milk gradually 
warmed up to the desired temper- 
ature. “Think we could do this at 
home?” Becky Dansky, 31, asked her 
boyfriend, Jason Sclauch, 33. He 
joked back, “What? Heat milk?” 

It’s a bit more complicated than 
that — certain cheeses require 
other odd ingredients (such as cit- 


ric and tartaric acid, and for more 
advanced varieties, molds and start- 
ers), and there’s technique involved 
in the preparation, separating the 
curds and whey, and draining — 
but it’s not nearly as mysterious as 
it seems to the uninitiated. 

Frank Morales, chef at Rusti- 
co (827 Slaters Lane, Alexandria, 
703-224-5051; Rusticorestaurant. 
com), says students in his pizza- 


making classes are impressed by 
learning the basics of dough, sau- 
sage and sauce. But when he gets 
to the mozzarella part of the les- 
son, they flip. “They think I’m the 
Wizard of Oz,” he says. “They think 
I’ve done the impossible.” 

There is a magic to cheese mak- 
ing, Clark agrees, but the reason 
it’s so astounding is that most 
people have no clue where solid 
dairy comes from — other than 
the grocery store. “They’re missing 
that connection to food, and now 
they want to get into cooking from 
scratch and returning to our roots 
as human beings,” she says. 

When they do get back there, 
they’ll have a treat waiting for them. 
Just ask Hamann’s student Denise 
Malueg, 44. But wait for her to fin- 
ish that bite of her mascarpone. 
“Mmmm,” she sighed. “Now that 
is fresh.” vicky hallett (express)

Got Milk? You’re 
Off to a Solid Start 

For beginners looking for a quick 
start, you can’t beat the New England 
Cheesemaking Supply Company 
(Cheesemaking.com), founded by 
Ricki Carroll, “the cheese queen.” The 
30-minute mozzarella and ricotta kit 
($24.95, above, along with an instruc- 
tional DVD, $24.95) comes with basic 
ingredients and equipment — every- 
thing but the milk. But here’s how to 
stock your kitchen on your own. 

DON’T HAVE A COW 

The most critical ingredient, obvious- 
ly, is milk. But you don’t need to track 
down somefresh source of raw dairy 
— in fact, unpasteurized milk is illegal 
in D.C., Maryland and Virginia. Whole 
milkfrom your local supermarket usu- 
ally works just fine — just be sure to 
avoid “ultra-pasteurized” if you’re mak- 
ing mozzarella. 

WEIRD SCIENCE 

Tracking down the stuff that sounds 
straight out of 10th-grade chem class 
is trickier. Junket brand rennet tab- 
lets are at many grocery stores, but 
Hamann preferstheliquidform, which 
you can snag at Wegman’s. My Local 
Home Brew Shop (6201 Leesburg Pike, 
FallsChurch; 703-241 -3874 ; M I h bs . co m ) 
hawks citric and tartaric acid, which 
you’ll need for mascarpone. 

KITCHEN AIDES 

You probably already have a large 
stockpot, but make sure you have a 
dairythermometer(meatones usual- 
ly don’t go lowenough) and a cheese- 
cloth for draining. Both are available 
at Sur La Table locations, v.h.
